WASHINGTON, D. O., December 9.—The tariff 
reformers are determined to push the Mor- 
rison bill to consideration before the holi- 
days.

Washington’s New Police Chief. 


By Telegraph to the Poer-D raren. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., December 9.—Col. W. 
G. Moore, formerly Private Secretary of Presi- 
dent Johnson, who was yesterday appointed 
Chief of Police by the District Commissioners, 
has loug been a clerk and notary in the Na- 
tional Metropolitan Bank. He was ‘‘Boss’’ 
Shepherd’s partner in the plumbing business 
when the latter was Governor in this District. 
He was concerned inthe De Golyer and Mo- 
Cielian contracts. His interests in them were 
shown in a Congressional investigation. Shep- 
herd was then Vice-President of the Board of 
Public Works, and signed the award for the 
contracts. Moore’s connection with it was 
through two lobbyists who received $72,000 
for obtaining the award. Moore’s connec- 


tion was shown so clearly that Shepherd made 
a scapegoatof him and closed out his partner- 
ship with bim. This is shown on pages 1,418 
and 1,419 of Senate Report 453, first session 
Forty*hird Congress. After denying all 
knowledge of the two lobbyists, and speaking 
of Moore’s connection with them, Shepher 

testified that he asked him: ‘‘Why did you 
not speak to me and let me know that these 
parties were making you offers?’’ Moore said: 
*“*I did not consider it was my place to say 
anything about it.“ So Shepherd said he told 
Moore the latter had acted in bad faith with 
him, and speakin of Moores ac- 
knowledgment that fe had written memo- 
randum with Kirkland and Brown, the two 
lobbyists, to secure the contract for so much 
money, concluded in these words: That 
while it was the most painful thing that has 
occurred to me in my life, our business rela- 
thouship must cease, which it did this morn- 
mg.“ This was considered even then a sham 
rupture, for Shepherd and Moore were main- 
taining friendly relations after the rupture 
and up to the time of Mr. Shepherd's depart- 
ure from the city. Col. Moore said last even- 
ing that he would accept the position. He 
was a candidate for the Marshalship of the 
District when Wileon was appointed. Moore 
is the commander of the Washington 
Light Infantry, 6f which Marshal Wil- 
son and Commissioner Webb are hon- 
orary members. This action of the 
Com missioners is as unpopular as the decision 
removing the subordinate police officers for 
proving what they had said about the former 
chief, Waiker. Thereisa good deal of real 
estate color in connection with the appoint- 
ment. Mr. Moore has been in the employ of 
Mr. Thompson, President of the bank, and 
one of the large holders of land in this neigh- 
borhood. The fact of his selection by the 
Commissioners will further stimulate the gos- 
sip which is never ending, concerning the bias 
in favor of people interested in property in the 
Wilson syndicate direction. It is also inter- 
esting to note in this connection that the GA. 
ho sold his country place to the Presi- 
dent through the Wilson syndicate, was soon 
afterward appointed toa clerkship under the 
District Commissioners and is now 80 em- 
ployed. 


Moonlight’s Nomination.

WasHINGTON, D. O., December 9.—The nom- 
ination of Thomas Moonlight of Kansas to be 
Governor of Wyoming yesterday was a genu- 
ine surprise to the acquaintances of the nom- 
inee in this city, where he is wellknown. But 
the friends of George W. Baxter, the present 
Governor, were even more astonished, for he 
has not beenin office more than six weeks, 
and is now arranging his Susiness affairs so as 
to perform its duties. Thy Circumstances of 
Mr. Baxter’s appointment were somewhat pe- 
culiar, as he was not a candidate, and the 
piace was tendered to him by the Pres- 
ident after only a few days’ ac- 
quaintance. From the little that can 
be learned at the Interior Department 
it appears to be a case of ‘‘marrying 
in haste and repent at leisure. Baxter is the 
son of the ex-Governor of Arkansas who was 
one of the principals in the celebrated 
Brooks-Baxter war of 1874. In 1872 he was 
appointed te the United States Milit Acad- 
emy through the influence of Powell Clayton, 
and graduated in 1876. After serving a few 
years with his regiment in Wyoming he be- 
came interested in acattie ranch, made con- 
siderable money, resigned his commission 
and became a ranchman himself. Last fall he 
married a daughter of Maj. McKee, the coal 
king of Tennessee, who has the reputation of 
being the wealthiest man in the South. While 
on his wedding tour oung Baxter 
to Washington an was intro- 
d at the White House. The Presi- 
dent took a fancy to him, and, although 
there were several active applicants for the 
Governorship, tendered him the office. He 
hesitated about accepting it, but finally con- 
cluded to do so. The appointment was well 
received in Wyoming, where Baxter is very

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The Interstate Commeree Bill 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Deeember 9.—The 
conferees on the interstate commerce bill fin- 
ished their labors this morning, and will re- 
port their bill as soon as it an be printed. 
On the question of enforcing the act, 
the commission feature of the Sen- 
ate Dill is accepted dy the House 
conferees while the Senate conferees accept 
the system proposed in the bill, under 
which a shipper is entitled to sue for damages 
in United States Courts in his own behalf. 
This gives shippers the option 
of making complaint to the Com- 
missioner instituting suits in Federal courts. 
Railroads are prohibited from charging more 
for a short than fora longer distance upon 
their own lines in the same direction, the 
shorter being included within the longer dis- 
tance, and the circumstancesand conditions 
being the same; but the commission is au- 
thorized, upon application of a railroad, 
and after investigation of the facts, to 
relieve the roads from the operation of the 

eneral rule in special cases. he Senate con- 
erees agree to the absolute prohibition of 
——ůĩ contained in the House bill.

Award of the Chicago Board Discussed by 
the Local Committee. 


The members of the Merchant’s Transporta- 
tion Committee who visited Chicago to repre- 
sent the interests of this city before the Board 
of Arbitration to which was referred the dis- 
pute between the Southern Railway Associa- 
tion and the ’Frisco and Missouri Pacific Rail- 
way Companies were seen on Change this 
morning by a PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter and 
asked regarding the award of the Board. 

The tariff fixed by the arbitrators bad not 
been received here and only the most general 
synopsis of the rates have been published. 
The gentlemen were, therefore, unable to 
speak of the result of the Board’s work in de- 
tall.

Hethought, however, that the Board 
had meant to be fair and that disposition was 
encouraging.

RIGHTEOUS INDIGNATION OF MESSRS. THOS.’ 
CUNNINGHAM AND WILLIAM MAHER 


Who Are New in Jail Charged With rum 
Bail Bond of $10,000 Asked in Each Case 
—Mr. Cunningham’s Opinion of n Good 
Man's Crime.“ 


Thomas Cunningham ani William Maher, 
thetwo men arrested yesterday for criminally 
assaulting Mrs. Gutting, wifé of Deputy Pro- 
bate Clerk J. W. Gutting, were brougnt 
up from the Second District Station at 
+ o’clock this morning to the 
Four Courts in the Black Maria. About 
10 o’clock they were broughtup into the de- 
tectives’ office and photographed by Harry 
Newbold, the police photographer, and imme- 
diately afterward transferred to jail on the 
warrant taken out yésterday charg- 
ing them with criminal assault, Cunning- 
bam is a very fair-looking fellow. Both 
he and Maher are very much enraged about 
being called ‘‘toughs’’ by the newspapers. 
Cunningham especially was feeling consider- 
ably put out at being put down as a hard 
citizen. He says he was never guilty of any 
crime in his life, except being drunk, ‘‘and’’ 
he added, that is a good man’s crime.’’ 

MAHER REMARKED 


to a PoOsST-DISPATCH reporter this morning: 
**I have nothing to say, except that lam sorry 
this thing occurred. And this is all that 
could be obtained from either of them regard- 
ing the case. They have notas yet secured an 
attorney, and have had no i. visitors 
to seo them. A man called on 
Judge Noonan to-day and wanted to give 
bond for Cunningham and Maher. When he 
asked the amount of the bond, Judge Noonan 
said it would be 
$10,000 IN EACH CASE.

He says 
that on the night of the assault, about fifteen 
minutes of 8 o’clock, two peddlers drove to 
his place and came in, „ their wagon 
standing at the door and facing south. 
One of these men he knew bythe name of 
Cunningham. When they came into the 
saloon there were five other peddlers in there, 
it being a custom with them to congregate 
there atabout that time. Cunningham and 
his companion, Mr. Lohrum says, approached 
the group who stood about the stove and 
said: ‘‘Go outside, boys; we've got some- 
thing in the wagon.’’ Three of the 
men addressed went outside, and one ortwo 
of them got into the wagon. Ot the two re- 
maining at the store one of them said to Uun- 
ningham: Go ’way from me, I’m a married 
man, and when Igo out I'll go home.’’ The 
other said: ‘‘It’sa shame that those fellows 
have got her out there. She seemsto bee 
pone aon od Let — These omy made an im- 
pression upon Mr. n. He says that aft

THE OIL MARKET. 


Prices Continue to Decline—A Failure in New 
York. 


PrrreBURG, December 9.—The oil market took 
another tumble this morning, prices declining 
nearly ö cents. There was no cause for the 
drop except the uncertain feeling prevailing, 
which deters the dealers from buying. The 
market opened feverish at 70 and a general 
rush to unload followed. There were no buy- 
ers, however, and values slumped of theirown 
weight to 65%, when confidence was restored 
alittle by afew purchasers ae. in, and 
the market reacted to 68c at noon. ne faii- 
ure was reported here this morning, the un- 
fortunate man being W. J. Hayes, whose 
brother suspended last Tuesday. o amount 
of oll sold under the rule for his account was 
25,000 bbis. The money difference will 

robably reach $2,500. The transactions at the 
Exchange yesterday were 10, 000, 000 bbis.

| THE RAUSCHER CASE. 


DECISIOWOF THE UNITED STATES SUPREME 
OCOUBT ON EXTRADITION OF CRIMINALS. 


Justice Miller Delivers an Elaborate Opin- 
fom Holding that a Person Extradited 
for One Offense Cannot be Tried for 
Another—The Treaty Obligations and 
Their Relations to the Statutes—Chief 
Jastice Waite Dissents. 


Wasuinetor, D. O., December 9.—On Mon- 
day the United States Supreme Court rendered 
adecision in the case of the United States 
ageinst Wm. Rauscher. The points involved 
im the case are as follows: Rauscher was un 
officer of an American vessel who was extradit 
ed from Great Britain to answer for the mur- 
der of a seaman, and who was afterward 
brought to trial for a different offense, viz., 
the cruel and unusual punishment of the same 
seaman whom he was charged with 
murdering. The case brings up an 
important question which has long 
been a subject of diplomatic nego- 
tiations between the Governments of the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain, and which has 
never befere been finally settled, viz.: 
Whether, under the extradition treaty in force 
between the two countries, a person extradit- 
ed for One offense can be tried for another. It 
ig the same question which was discussed by 
Secretary Fish and Lord Derby in the Winslow 
and Lawrence cases, and which afterward 
becamé a subject of consideration in the 


English House of Lords, but which was never 
brought to a definite settlement. This 
court holds, in a very long and carefully pre- 
pared opinion by Mr. Justice Miller, that a 
— who has been brought within tne juris- 
lotion of the court by virtue of proceedings 
under an extradition treaty can only be tried 
for one of the offenses described in the treaty 
and for tne offense with which he is charge 
in the proceedings for his extradition, until a 
reasonable time and opportunity have been 
given him after his release or trial under such 
charge to return to the country from whose 
asylum he had been forcibly taken under 
these proceedings. 
THE OPINION. 
The following is an abstract of 
delivered by Justice Miller: 
fter a statement of the facts in the case 
and a citation of the questions certified by the 
court below, Justice Miller reviews carefully 
the history of extradition proceedings in this 
and other covu.atries, and discusses the ques- 
tions that ha ¢earisen in conrection therewith. 
He then takes up the specific treaty which is 
to be coratrued in this case, namely, the 
treaty of 1842 between the United States and 
Great Britain, and speaking for the Court,says: 
The treaty of i842 being, therefore, the 
supreme lav of the land, we proceed to in- 
quire, inthe first place, into the true con- 
struction ofthat treaty. e have already seen 
that, according to the doctrine of publicists 
and writers on international law, the country 
receiving the offender against its laws from 
another country, under that law had no right 
to Prooeed against him for any other offense 
thun that for which he had been delivered up. 
Tis isa principle which commends itself as 
9. pecessary adjunct to the discretion- 
ary exercise o the power of ren- 
dition, because it can hardly be 
supposed that a Government, which was under 
no treaty obligation nor any absolate obliga- 
tion of public duty to seize a person who had 
found an asylum within its bosom and turn 
him over to another country for trial, would 
De willing to dothis, unless a case was made 
for some specific offense of a character which 
justified the Government in depriving the 
y of his asylum. It is unreasonable that 
© country of the asylum should be expected 
to deliver upsuch person to be dealt with by 
the demanding Government without any lim- 
itation, impiied or otherwise, upon its 
A — ot the ar. In exercis- 
ng ite discretion it might be very willing to 
deliver up offenders against such laws as were 
essential tothe protection of life, liberty and 
person, while it would not be willing todo 
on account of minor misdemeanors, or of 
acertain class of political offenses in which 
the Government of the asylum would have no 
interest or sympathy. Accordir zly it bas been 
the policy of all Governments to grant an 
asylum to persons who have fied from their 
homes on account of political disturbances, 
and who might be amenable to laws framed 
with regard to such subjects, and to the 
allegiance of the party. In 
many of the treaties of extradition between 
the civilized pations of the world thereis an 
express exclusion of the right to demand the 
extradition of offenders ainst such laws, 
and in nore of them is this class of offenses 
mentioned as beiug the foundation of extra- 
dition proceedings. Indeed, ¢he enumeration 
of offenses in most of these treaties, and 
especially in the treaty now under consider- 
ation, is so specific and marked by such a clear 
line in regard to the magnitude and !import- 
ance of those offenses that itis impossible to 
give any other interpretation to it than of the 
exclusion of the right of extradition for all 
Others.

SPIRIT OF THE TREATY. 

It is, therefore, very clear that this treaty 
did not intend to depart in this respect from 
the recognized public law which had prevailed 
in the absence of treaties, and it was not in- 
tended that this treaty should be used for any 
other purpose than to secure the trial of the 
person extradited for one of the offenses enu- 
merated in the treaty. This is not only appar- 
ent from the gene principle that the specific 
enumeration of certain matters and things 
Immiies the exclusion of all others, but the 
on tire face of the treaty, including the process 
aud by which it is to be carried into effect, 
confirms this view of the subject. 

The learned Justice KE out the fact that 
if the n extradited could be proper! 
tried for any other offense than that for whic 
he was demanded, and that which was de- 
scribed in the treaty, there would be no need 
of describing any specific offense in making 
the demand. And yet it is unreasonable, he 
says, to suppose that a mere demand without 
specifications would receive any serious at- 
tention. 

OBLIGATIONS OF THE TREATY. 

It cannot be held, Justice Miller says, that 
the provisions of sucha treaty as this ‘‘are 
obligatory alone on the State that makes the 
surrender of the fugitive, and that that fugi- 
tive into the hands of the country 
which ch s him with this offense, free 
from all the positive requirements and just 
implications of the treaty under which this 
transfer of his person takes P aa A 
moment befere he is under © pro-

THAT SULLIVAN’S REPORT is CORRECT. 


Mr. W. r. Sullivan’s Afidavit—The President’s 
Wall street Financial Ideas and Civil- 
Service Humbuggery—Judge Frank Ewing 
Is Sure Benton Said It—Interviews Sup- 
porting Sullivan—How the Nephew of Tom 
Benten Disappointed a Democratic Audi- 
ence. 


Senator Geo, G. Vest and other friends of 
Col, M. E. Benton, United States Attorney for 
the Western District of Missouri, are veryimuch 
exercised over the attorney’s unfortunate 
penchant for doing and saying the wrong 
thing on important occasions. Within the past 
week Senator Vest has been called upon 
to put forth his utmost influence to save Ben- 
ton from a second and final suspension from 
office. Charged first with neglecting bis 
official duties to bolster up the Democratic 
party by making campaign speeches, 
Benton was reinstated on his 
Own and Senator Vest’s representations 
that he had attended strictly to the business 
of his office and had always been a true and 
faithful servantof the Administration. Last 
week President Cleveland was surprised by 
the published report of a speech said 
to have been made by Benton 


at Gallatin, Mo., in which the policy of the 
Administration was severely ticised, and 
the President himself personally attacked for 
his attitude on the silver 0 pee on and civil- 
service reform The President is reported to 
have been very angry when he heard 
of Benton’s abuse of the Government under 
which he served and it was generally believed 
at Washington that the District-Attorney 
would be severely dealt with. Senator Vest 
again rushed to Benton’s rescue and advices 
from the Capitol this morning in- 
dicate that the President has alo 
been convinced that the charges against Ben- 
ton are untrue and that Benton is an ardent 
adroirer and supporter of the Administration. 
A POS8T-DISPATCH reporter, who visited Gal- 
latin since the publication of Benton’s speech, 
ascertained that the best of reasons exist for 
believing that the speech was delivered 
as reported by Mr. W. T. Sullivan and that it 
abounded in unpleasant reflections upon 
President Cleveland and his policy. Mr. 5Sul- 
livan has made affidavit to his report which 
charges Benton with having referred to the 
President’s ‘‘civil-service humbuggery’’ and 
gives Benton credit for having discov- 
ered that ‘‘Cleveland géts his financial 
ideas from the gold-bugs of Wall street. 

Mr. Sullivan’s affidavit is supported by the 
testimony of Judge Frank Ewing of the Da- 
viess County Probate Court, a prominent 
Democrat of Gallatin, who, when 
proached upon the *mubject of Ben- 
ton’s speech, reluctantly admitted that 
Sullivan’s report was substantially cor- 
rect. I'm afraid Benton e use of 
the language attributed to him, said Judge 
Ewing. ‘‘lamastrong Cleveland man my- 
self and I’ve got no use for any son of a gun 
who will draw a salary from the Government 
with one hand and rip it open with the other, 
as Benton did. He said in effect 
that the President draws his inspira- 
tion on the silver question om 
the gold bugs of Wall street and referred to 
Cleveland’s civil-service policy as hum 
buggery.’ Benton’s remarks were very iil- 
timed and injudicious. The Democrats of 
Daviess County brought him here to make a 
good, old-time, R Democratic 
speech, hoping, by advertis him as 
a nephew o old Tom enton, to 
draw outa number of old Demoratic voters. 
He didn’t make the kind of speech we ex- 
pected and threw a fire-brand in our midst by 
attacking President Cleveland.“ 

„Then Mr. Sullivan’s report is correct?’’ 

„Tes, I believe it is.’’ 

Judge J. F. Hicklin, Democrat, ex-Prose- 
cuting Attorney of Daviess * * gald: 1 
heard Mr. Benton’s speech, and I believe that 
Sullivan’s report of itisinthe main correct. 
Benton certainly criticised the President 
severely on his civil-service record. He 
claimed, as a Democrat, the right to express 
his own opinions, and he did not hesitate 
to give utterance to them in a 
forcible manner. I thought at the time 
that his language was somewhat inappropri- 
ate, coming from one of President Cleveiand’s 
appointees. ’’ 

Mr. T. B. Yates, President of the Farmers’ 
Exchange Bank of Gallatin, and a prominent 
Democrat, had heard Benton’s speech. ‘‘So 
far as I remember, Benton criticised the Presi- 
dent’s civil-service reform policy and wasn’t 
very choice in his language, either. 
I believe he referred to it as civil-service 
‘humbuggery.’ While Ihold practically the 
same viewson this subject as Mr. nton, 
still it struck me at the time that Mr. Benton 
might have found something else for dis- 
cussion in a Democratic speech. I dor’t 
think that he should have gone out of his way 
to find fault with the President. I did not 
hear , Benton's remarks on the silver ques- 
tion. 

Mr. D. Harfield Davis, formerly editor of 
the Gallatin Democrat, said: The impression 
prodaced on me by Benton’s speech was very 
unfavorable to the speaker. I thought that 
Benton should not have criticised President 
Cleveland’s pelicy, for the reason that 
in principle Mr. Benton isas much a 
the Administration as is Mr. Cleveland. He did 
not hesitate to take issue with the President 
on civil service and the silver question, and 
expressed himself very forcibly. He did not 
think that the President had pursued the 

roper course, and while I don’t remember 
bis exact language I think that Mr. Sullivan 
as reported it correctly.’’

Congressman Andersen of Kansas, who was 
re-elected as an dnti-monopoly Independent, 
thoxgh previously an ont-and-out Bepub- 
lican, practically Renounces the old-time Be- 
publican ideas and annoupness himself a mem- 
ber of the new Republican party.

He says that Jay Gould had distrib- 
nted in his -distriet upward of $100,000 
to defeat him.

He -estimates that the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad alone spent $2,000,000 in at- 
tempting to send the friends of the railroads 
to Cengress from the State of Kansas. In 
some instances Gould's candidates were elect- 
ed, though not in districts where the people 
were given an opportunity to express their 
sentiments and vote without fear of the power 
ofthe roads. According to Mr. Anderson’s 
idea, Congress is being made up of too many 
men from the Western States who are in the 
pay and under the influence of corporations. 
He thinks it is growing worse every year and 
now, he believes, isthe time to drop the Re- 
publican party, with its ideas of fostering and 
encouraging monopolies, and take up same- 
thing in which the people are interested.

Robert Grayor, the condemned negro who Is 
to end his mortal career on the gallows in the 
jail yard to-morrow morning for the murder 
of Berry Evans, was bright and smiling when 
a reporter of the Post-Dispaton visited him 
in jail this morning. After Mr. Ottofy,Grayor’s 
counsel, received word yesterday from the 
Governor that he would not interfere in the 
case, he telegraphed his Excellency asking a 
respite of ten days. This morning Gov. Mar- 
maduke telegraphed back thathis decision 
not to interfere in the case was final, Before 
the reporter saw the condemned, man 
this morning he had already been visited 
by his attorney, who had informed him 
of the sad intelligence receivea from Jeffer- 
son -City and that all hope was now gone. 
Nevertheless, Grayor was in his usual good 
humor, and there wasasmiie on his face as 
he came up to greet the Post- DISPATCH repre- 
sentative. When asked how he was feeling, 
Grayor said: ,

Healthy Underciothing, 


From the Boston Herald. 

In the choice of woolen underclothing 
Parkes says: The touch is a great guide. 
There should be smoothness and great 
softness of texture; to the eye the texture 
should be close, the hairs standing out 
from the surface of equal length, not long 
and straggling. The heavier the sub- 
stance is, in a given bulk, the 
better. In the case of blankets, 
the softness, thickness and close- 
ness of the pile, the closeness of the tex- 
ture and the weight of the blanket are the 
best guides. The non-conducting wer 
of woolen fabrics lessens under continual 
washing; the soft fibres shrink, become 
harder and less absorbent. In washing 
woolen articles the should never be 
rubbed or wrung. ey should be im- 
mersed in hot soap suds, moved about and 
then plunged into cold water; when the 
soap is entirely removed they should be 
hung up to dry without wringing. 
Night-dresses made of cotton are prefer- 
able. In summer, a thin material may be 
chosen; for winter use, the so-called “cot- 
ton-flannel’’ is the most comfortable. 
The night-dress should be long, loosely 
fitting and button easily about the neck. 
Those ag: who are habituated to sleep- 
ing with the arms uncovered ought in cold 
weather tobe secured against chills by 
thick under flannels. All 8 
ments ought to be changed at night, 
and the undervest for nigh 
wear should be as warm as that em- 
ployed during the day.

Holding that on electrically worked 
tramways the motor should be in the car 
itself, and not as an independent engine, 
Mr. Jarman has deviseda car on this 
principle, his ideas being embodied in a 
working model. In this car the motor is 
placed under the vehicle, between the 
axies, and does not interfere with the 
present construction of the car. The 
main feature of the invention is 
the prevention of excessive heating 
which end is attained by means of two 
armatures fitted on one axle. Oneof these 
armatures drives the car in one direction 
and the other propels it in the opposite 
direction, so that each armature has time 
to-cool down should it become heated. 
The motor is to be driven from a battery 
of sixty cells placed underneath the seats 
of the car, and it is stated that the weight 
of the whole mechanism ae 0 
battery, Will be only 2 tons for a 
46- passenger car. The cells are to be 
charged at a station, and as those in use 
are exhausted they are to be removed 
from the car and replaced by fresh ones. 
The motor is reversed by the action of a 
simple lever, the whole arrangement be- 
ing quite practicable as far as shown by 
the model, which ran at a good speed on a 
tramway jaid with asharp curve and a 
steep gradient. It is proposed to light the 
tramway by electricity taken from the 
supply used for driving it.

THE UNION CLUB OF NEW YORK ROBBED 
or NEARLY $100,000. 


How a Prosperous Club’s Increasing Indebt- 


Led to the Discovery of a “‘Combine.” 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTCH. 

New Tonk, December 9.—A meeting of the 
Governing Committee of the Union Olub oc- 
curred last evening. It was one of especial 
importance to the club, inasmuch as certain 
recent developments and occurrences made it 
imperative that some action should be taken 
to prevent future trouble of the same kind. 
The present trouble has been discussed in the 
club for a fortnight past, but members have 
spoken of it only among themseives. It is not 
@ quarrel between members such as has kept 
the club prominently before the public, but 
the discovery of an organized system of rob- 
bery by several of its most trusted servants, 
which, continued for a . long period 
without detection, has made serious 
inroads upon its treasury. At the annual 
meeting of the club in June much surprise was 
rmeanifested at the treasurer’s report, which 
showed the club’s debt to be $146,000, a large 
increase over the preceding year’s deficit. 
The club appeared prosperous, its member- 
ship full, candidates were waiting for admis- 
sion, and the bar and restaurant, to all ap- 
pearances, had been better patronized than 
ever before. When, notwithstanding these 
facts, the club’s finances were shown to have 
deteriorated rather than to have improved, 
the members shrugged their shoulders and 
stated in many cases that something 
must be wrong. These statements 
and openly expressed suspicions in- 
duceé the House Oommittee, which is 


composed of Messrs. J. H. Beekman, H. W. 
Bibby, H. W. T. Mall, Jas. O. Proudfit and 
Geo. W. Hall to begin a quiet investigation of 
the steward’s accounts. The fact was recalled 
that about a year ago several of the club serv- 
ants had been discharged for small pec ons 
and this formed 
THE BASIS OF THE INVESTIGATION. 
After an examination nothing was discovered 
and the matter was dropped, although the 
questions and suspicions which the announce- 
ment ofthe large debt had aroused were in 
no way allayed. Thus the matter stood until 
about a fortnightago when the company which 
had for some time supplied the club with 
mineral waters was notified not to deliver any 
more goods and the trade was given 
to another. Angry at having lost 
a profitable customer in the club, 
this first company complained to the House 
Committee that the custom of the club had 
been taken from them on account of their re- 
tusal to pay large bonuses, and submit to ex- 
tortion on the part of theclub servants. The 
House Committee, acting on the information, 
began another examination and soon dis- 
covered sufficient evidence to warrant them 
in discharging a Mr. Hand, a clerk to the 
House Committee, and a connection of a lead- 
ing officer of the club, whose duty it 
was to superintend the different de- 
partments and to 866 that the 
goods received were properly charged for and 
who also had entire charge of the club servants. 
William McManus, the chief engineer, the bar- 
keeper and other employes, were also dis- 
charged. In fact, the investigation proved 
that a regular combine“ of several of the 
most trusted employes of the club had been 
in existence for years past, Which combine“ 
had been systematicaily robbing the club by 
exacting bonuses from tradesmen which the 
latter recovered by increased charges. 
A SYSTEMATIC ROBBERY. 

The manner in which these overcharges 
were made was somewhat as follows: A firm 
having the contract to furnish the club with 
certain lines of bar supplies would de ap- 

roached by one of the members of the com- 

ine’’ and infurmed that, if it wished to con- 
tinue to supply the club, it would be wise to 
do some tipping, orin other words it was in- 
timated that uniess heavy bonuses were paid, 
the supplies would be procured elsewhere. 
Rather than lose a valuable customer, the 
firms in every instance submitted to the de- 
mands. Io reimburse themselves, as stated 
above, for this outlay, the firms would add 
to the market value of their goods 
and when the bills arrived they 
would be andited by Hand, and the 
goods received by the servants in the ‘‘com- 
bine. An instance in point, which has lately 
come to light, was the purchase by a servant 
of a particular article for $50 for which he 
charged the club $200. The business done in 
these two ways is estimated to have amounted 
to nearly $100,000. This state of affairs was 
of itself sufficiently grave to produce a decided 
sensation in the club, but when it was also 
taken into consideration that it had existed for 
80 longatime without the knowledge of the 
House Committee, every member of which was 
supposed to be conversant with every detail 
of the management of the club, and whose 
it was to examine closely 
accounts, the surprise grew 
indignation and which has 
brought a pressure to bear upon the officers of 
the club sufficiently strong to compel them to 
probe the matter to the uttermost and reveal 
its every detail. Meanwhile a complete change 
has been made in all the important offices and 
at a meeting ef the governing committee last 
evening measures were taken to prevent any 
occurrences of a similar matureinthe future. 
Some surprise may be felt that the club has 
not prosecuted criminally the discharged em- 
228 but thie is said to be due to the desire 
oavoid publicity and an exposure of the 
somewhat loose manner in which the affairs of 
the club have been conducted. 
WHAT THE MEMBERS SAY. 

The POsT- DISPATCH correspondent yesterday 
interviewed a gentleman familiar with the 
workings of the club and several other mem- 
bers. hese without exception announced 
that the facts as above stated were 
correct, A member of many years’ 
standing and who is prominent in the organ- 
ization said: ‘*The entire affair isa most un- 
fortunate one, and I regret that it should have 
come to the knowledge of the press. Ot 
course these revelations of dishonesty are al- 
ways demoralizing and discouraging, but fort- 
unately the Union is sufficiently strong finan- 
Clally to stand even greater loss than that 
which it has now indirectly incurred.’’ 

A gentleman well acquainted with the work- 
ings of the club said tothe PostT-DISPATCH re- 
porter: „Oh, I know that this thing has been 
going on for some time, and its exposure does 
not surprise me in the least. think that 
before the Governing Committee has com- 
pleted its investigatien seme one else may be 
requested to step down and out. Why, the 
coterio of servants has been having things its 
own way. Ifit had not been for the mineral 
water firm, there is no telling when the steual- 
ings would have been discovered. I’m told

THE MEXIOO OPERA SWINDLE. 


How the Bogus Agent Escaped with His 
820,000. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 
New Tonk, December 9.—The swindler who 
so cleverly hoodwinked the Mexican peopie 
and succeeded in pocketing many thousands 
of their dollars has not yet been captured. 
Dispatches from the City of Mexico say that 
the amount carried off by him is known to be 
$20,000, but itis thought he got more. Itis not 
generally known that Mayer was virtually un- 
der arrest when he ran off.

CANADIAN FISHERIES. 


Message of the President and the Official 
Correspondence With Great Britain. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 9.—The 
correspondence between the United States 
and Great Britain on the Canadian fisheries 
was sent to Congress yesterday, accompanied 
by a letter from the President, suggesting the 
establishment ofa commission to take per- 
petuating proofs of the losses sustained dur- 
ing the year by American fisher- 
men. Secretary Bayard, in his prefacing 
letter to the correspondence declares, that 
Great Britain has been given due notice that 
compensation is expected for the ‘‘damage 
caused to Amerécan fishermen by the unwar- 
rantable action of the local authorities“ of 
Canada. 

The correspondence opened March 19, 1886, 
and ran through August into September. 
In each protest lodged by Secre- 
tary Bayard the point was taken 
that the local Canadian authorities 
usurped the right to execute the provisions of 
the treaty, which the United States and Great 
Britain alone had the right to execute. In re- 
gard to the hauling down of the American fla 
ontheship Marion Grimes Secretary Bayar 
wrote on November 6, deciaring tbat such an 
act had never been done in the case of any 
British vessel lying in ports of the United 
States or liable to penalties for the infraction 
of the customs laws. Minister Phelps’ letters 
to the Earl of Rosebery are also included in 
the correspondence.
